On a basis of 61 percent of normal 
conditions, the Texas cotton crop 
indication as of Sept. 1 is 5,100,000 
500 poundN gross weight bales. On 
August 1 the condition was 70 per- 
cent and 56 percent a year ago 
with 52 percent the ten year aver- 
age. 
The preliminary estimate of 


4 percent acreage abandoned after 
July 1 leaves 17,631,000 acres for 
harvest. Approximately 139 pounds 
of lint cotton Is promised this sea- 
son against 129 pounds in 1927 and 
134 po'uhds in the 10 year average. 


There is more than the usual 


amount of June planted cotton in 
Texas this year, outcome of which 
is largely dependent upon what the 
insects will do and the date of the 
first killing frost. Some of It needs 
rain badly, but on the south plains 
there has been too much moisture 
and fruiting has been slow and 
poor. This year it has taken an 
average of 52 days from bloom to 
open boll whereas last season 55 
days elapsed between the date of 
bloom and opening. In the north- 
west district this year the average 
date of appearance .of first grown 
bolls was Aug. 21; last year It was 
Aug. 
14. On Sept. 1, 1927, 3 per- 


cent of the crop in the northwest 
had been ginned; oh Oct. 1, 13 per- 
cent, on Nov. 1, 47 percent. 


During 'August' of this year the 


crop declined an average of 9 per- 
cent whbh compares with 13 points 
in August 1927, 16 points in 1926, 
6 points In 1925 and 11 points in 
1924. 
In most of the state, the 


August decline in condition this 
year was mainly due to hot dry 
weather beginning shortly before 
the middle of the month. In locali- 
ties much damage resulted 
from 


the ravagies of the boll-worm; also 
from weevil, cotton 
hopper and 


rootrot.

the Centennial state, delivered by 
the voters in the campaigns of 1920 
and 1924 to the Republican party, 
today presents such a political puz- 
zle that astute politicians, experts 
and students have Driven up the 
job of forecasting the shifting po- 
litical winds. 


Many complexities and paradoxes 


enter into the political situation in 
Colorado this year. The voters will 
elect four congressmen and a com- 
plete state ticket, but there ia no 
senatorial contest. 


Chief among 
the 
complexities 


are the religious, liquor and farm 
relief questions. The state 
has 


forged ahead in the last two years 
aa an agricultural commonwealth. 
There Is no secret about the fact 
that the Democrats count on the 
farm vote to plav a big part in 
winning- the election. 


In the past the democratic party 


has had Its discords in so far 
as 


pre-election activities are cotfcern- 
cd. but how completely harmony 
has gripped the party this year is 
seen in the fact that with a com- 
plete state ticket to be elected the 
party goes before the voters at the 
primary Sept. 11 with 
only one 


contest to be determined—that of 
the party's candidate for the office 
of secretary of state. 
All other 
designations were accomplished at 
the state convention by unanimous 
balloting. 


Contrawise, the Republicans, for 


virtually all major offices, confront 
the voters with contests. Chief of 
these l.s the one for selection of the 
parly's gubernatorial candidate. 


William ' I/. Boatrteht. attorney 


general, a protege of John F. Vi- 
vian, federal prohibition adminis- 
trator for Colorado and New Mex- 
ico, must contest with 
Clarence 


Phelps Dodge of Colorado Springs. 


Vivian long has been a power in 
Republican party circles of Colo- 
rado. He is the reputed generalis- 
simo of the forces of Senator Law1* 
rence C, Phipps, whose leadership 
of the party is challenged by a 
faction headed by Clarence 
C. 
Hamlin of Colorado Springs, pub- 
lisher, lawyer and national com- 
mitteeman. 
Hamlin is supported 


by Frank W. Howebert, collector 
of internal revenue. 


The fight for party control has 


been under wav two years. Its in- 
ception preceded the party conven- 
tion in 1926, when the 
forces of 


Only two battles remain to be 


fought out for congressional candi- 
dacies in the September primary— 
one in each party. 


Republicans point to their pri- 


mary contest In the gubernatorial 
race as an indication of a sincere 
effort to bring out the best candi- 
date for the people, but the Demo- 
crats hope it will be a rift that will 
aid their own entire ticket to vic- 
tory. 


Governor Adams, the Incumbent, 
was elected at the 1926 election by 
the largest majority ever given a 
gubernatorial candidate In Colo- 
rado. 
He 
defeated 
Oliver H. 


Shoup, former governor, who had 
been named as the Republican can- 
Hamlin and Howebert rode rough- 
shod over the Phtpps faction and 
nominated a complete slate only to 
lose the gubernatorial contest to a 
Democrat. W. H. (Billy) Adams, 
veteran rancher and 48 years a leg- 
islator in Colorado. 
Agrainst 
the 


Republican primary choice in 1928 
the Democrats again will present 
"Billy" Adams'. 
didate after the struggle between 
the Hamlin-Howebert and Phipps 
forces. 


Before the Kansas City conven- 


tion Shoup, a large ranch owner, 
stumped the state for Erank O. 
Lowden in opposition to the Ham- 


lin-Howebert forces, who favored 
Hoover. Democratic leaders take 
this as an Indication that part of 
the Republicans 
are dissatisfied- 


with their candidate and that some 
strength can be counted on from 
the farm elements for their party. 
Since the state convention Shoup 
has declared in favor of Hoover, 
however. 
Approximately 80 per 


cent of the state's voting -popula- 
tion resides In tho ruhal districts. 


The prohibition clement In 
tho 
November vote Is not much more 
clearly defined. Colorado, judging: 
from her past electoral record, is 
fundamentally dry, ' But last De- 
cember S. Harrison White, a for- 
mer supreme court justice, was 
sent to congress upon a pledge to 
work for modification of the Vol- 
stead act. Ho went from the Den- 
ver district, however, and a wot 
majority there might bo wiped out 
by the dry vote in the rest of ths 
state. 


The religious question, If it be- 
comes prominent, is an unknown, 
quantity. Along with Indiana and 
several other states. Colorado in 
1924- elected a slate of officials en- 
dorsed by fhc Ku Klnx Klan, but 
the strength of the organization in 
politics has diminished a good deal 
In the last two years In so far ns 
the state as a whole In concerned.

Plans are being made here by the 
Navarro county delegation to at- 
tend the State Democratic .conven- 
tion in Dallas Tuesday.

A fight over prohi- 
bition is predicted by some of the 
leaders at Austin, Gov, Dan Moody 
and many of his followers are said 
to favor insisting on the pledging 
of support to the nominees and re- 
newing the stand of the Beaumont 
convention against any attempt to 
repeal the prohibition laws. Gover- 
nor Dan Moody will address the 
convention. Many of the pro-Smith 
delegates of the State are reported 
to have the conviction that this 
question was suitably settled at the 
Beaumont convention.

TURNS ATTENTION TO SOUTH

WASHINGTON. Sept 10.—W— 


Herbert Hoover is disclosing 
to 


callers a knowledge of political 
conditions In the various states 
which have surprised 
many of 
them both in its details and 
its 
broad grasp of the possible effects 
of the unusual cross currents 
at 


work in this campaign. 


While he never talks for publi- 
cation as to his own belief's con- 
cerning the outcome of the elec- 
tion, it is known he has card-in- 
dexed the states in his own mind 
and can present concisely and with 
a wealth of detail the fundamental 
reasons for"his confidence in win- 
ning in 'one place and for his opin- 
ion that he will trail his Demo- 
cratic opponent in another. 


As time goes on the Republican 
presidential candidate's 
satisfac- 
tion with the situation in the West 
grows and he apparently enter- 
tains serious doubts "now about 
only three states in that section— 
Missouri, Arizona and Montana. In 
his view the refusal of Nathan C. 
Frank, of St Louis, defeated for 


the Republican senatorial nomina- 
tion, to run as an independent can- 
didate for the senate has improv- 
ed the situation in Missouri. . 


While no one connected with Re- 
publican headquarters will even In-'

was badly cut about the chest and 
neck and was taken to lall only 
after emergency hospital physi- 
cians had stitched his wounds. 


Six Others Hold. 
Three other young men and three 


women were in custody as mater- 
ial witnesses. They were said to 
have been members of a drinking 
party and carousal which culmi- 
nated in the fatal shooting of Mar- 
tin. It was a bedraggled set of 
celebrants that appeared 
before 
the grand Jury today. 
Statements to police indicated 


the slayinsr occurred after the par- 
ty had exhausted its beer supply 
and had started in ouest of more. 
They were in several automobiles. 
As they approached the business 
district the automobile in which 
Martin and his wife were riding 
stopped and the couple alighted 
and engaged In.a heated argument. 
Carter told officers that Martin 
started slapping his wife. 
"Someone asked me to stop him,. 
Carter said. "He pulled his knife 
and started toward me. I couldn't 
get out of his path and he slashed 
me. When someone handed me a 
gun I fired one time to save my 
life." 
Pistol Is Found. 
The pistol alleged to have boen 
used in the slaving was found un- 
der a pile of rubbish nearby. Its 
owner had not been revealed. 
It was almost 30 minutes after 


the shooting before Martin reached 
the hospital. He was dead when 
examined by physicians. 
A member of the party first at- 


tempted to rush the stricken man 
to the hospital in his automobile.

PEACE AND DISARMAMENT; 
OPEN AND SECRET DIPLOMACY 
PARAMOUNT EUROPEAN ISSUES

Peace and disarmament and the 
relative values of open and secret 
diplomacy continue in the 
fore- 
front of European thought as re- 
flected by recent news dispatches.

do much of his traveling in the 
day time.
